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CHILD’ LABOUR. 


The sight of women .and children toiling up to the 
Upper Levels under the burden of brick and coal loads 
must have caused a tightening of the heartstrings to many 
a witness. Sometimes the plea of economic necessity has 

- come to the relief of sentiment, sometimes a realisation of 
the hardships has caused the mind to reject this evasion. 
Such a feeling asserted itself in the*early part of the 
present year, with the result that his Excellency the 
Governor appointed a commission to inquire into’ the 
conditions of the industrial employment of children. The 
report of the commission has now been issued. We will. 

. however, attempt a brief survey of this extremely human 
document, which contains matter to cause disquietude to 
tempetanents not addicted to emotionalism. | 

In many respects it is no exaggeration to say that 

_ the inquiry revealed conditions nothing less-than appalling. 
On the other hand, there are cases in which the conditions 
improve upon acquaintance butevenat that the state of things 

are Was le need for some inquiry. 
bours, for instance. it appears that these 
are seldom less than 70 per week, and, be it remembered, we 
are dealing with child labour. There is no age restriction, 
and the position of affairs may be gauged from the vircum-| 
stance that one of the factories inspected deems ita sign of 
grace that it does not employ cbildren_ under ten years of 
age, which means about nine allowing for the difference in 
the Chinese mode of chronology. Be it-recorded that there 

‘are some works where conditions are much better. Agaiost 

this there is definite testimony of girls working 13% hours 
day afterday for thirteen days, on the expiration of which 
they hav :earned (‘) a day's rest. And some work overtime.

yitiated atmosphere. these lads receive one of those dirty 
little scraps of paper that. you throw down when ordering 

a casual drick. We are forgetting—they are provided 

with lodging and “chow.” In explanation it is stated that 
the Inds are apprentices. upon which the commissioners 

-remark that it was difficult to believe that this was the 

case. for they greatly outnumbered the. adult workers. 

Their further commentary is tragic, as they assert that the 

general appearance of the boys sugggested that few “would 
reach man’s state. Apprenticeship arrangements ip the 
engineering shops read relatively well. An honourable ex- 
ception to the lack of amenities In the factories occurs in 
the case of Mr. Li Ping (one of the members of the commis- 
sion). * Concerning casual labour. the Rev. Mr. Wells gives 

a moving picture of its effect upon little children, whatever 

may be said respecting adults. . 

In proposing remedies the commission was con- 
fronted with a host of difficulties. Some of the children 
ork at the same factories as their thothers, who, it is said, 
feel that they would not be secure if left alone. Just how 
far is this put forward as a justification for employing 
children? Some of the employers declare that they have 
no particular-wish for. child labour; on‘the other hand, 
there are works which discharge the children when they 
reach a certain age on account of their fingers being no 
longer nimble.. ‘A contention put forward sis that. the 
children must work to live. Conversely, their émployment 
depresses adult pay; but for this it is feasible that their 
parents would be able to support them. The committee's 
recommendations include registration of the children, age 
restriction, ‘hours limitation, probibition of night wor! 
non-etnployment in dangerous trades, and a limited weight 
for casual workers’ loads. This is at least a good start 


In the matter of 


Sound Finances. 

If residents of this Colony 
needed any evidence of its growth 
they ware surely provided with it 
yesterday, when His Excellency 
ihe Governor delivered bis annual 
budget spesch, Apart together 
from the fact that thors has been 
a fair amount. of naw taxation 
imposed during the past yoar itis 
indead significant that the re- 
vanue next soar is estimated to 
be over two-and-a-half millions 
more than it was Jast 'year—an 
astimata which the Government 
itself has admitted to be con- 
servative. And ona has to bear 
im mind in connection with this, 
thatthe revenue from opium is 
decreasing at an enormous rate, 
tn 1920 the Government estimat- 
ed that the profton working the 
opium monopoly would be $6,000,- 
OOO whereas. for next sear ‘il 
estimates that it will bring in 
on'y $3,500,000. That is indeada 
bigdrop and it says something 
for the increased capacity of the 
Coloiy to bearlegitimate taxation 
when we redlect that the reveaue 
as a whole has grown to the 
extent stated above. Two years 
ago, in his budge: speech, the 
Governor told the Colony that 
it would have to bear the burden 
of the falling receipts from opium, 
but it has done far more than that 
Lf the public bad, heen told three 
or four years ago thet it would 
hare to provide revenue to the 
extent of seventeen-and-a-quarter 
millions and at the same time 
would have bad to make upa loss 
on the opinm receipts of two-and- 
a-half millions, we should have 
heard a great deal of protess. To- 
day it cannot b+ said-that this 
Colony is in any degree over- 
taxed: infact wacan still claim 
that we rre one of the lightest 
taxed communities in the world, 
and yet the Government is epjoy- 
ing a period of financial prosper- 
ity. This is in direst contrast to 
to the contemporary experience 
of many another Colony, of many 
a country and of nearly every 
city aud borough in the Old 
Country. Living as we ate in 
times of slumped commerce and 
of general trade stagnation the 
position cznnat be anything but 
gratifying to those who will give 
themselves the time to study the 
matter. Things might be better 
here it is true, but by contributing 
out share to-day to the davelop- 
ment of the Colony we are he'p- 
ing to lay the secure foundations 
on which our greater prosperity 
will rest. And it ig really sur- 
prising with what ease we are 
pow contnbuting that share. 


Educational Provision. 
From the’ educationists’ point 
of view the financial provision 
which has been made for next 
year must de particularly 
pleasing, and whatever other 
accusation might be made agains! 
the Government there can 
scarcely be substantiated 3 
charge of niggardliness in the 
cause of education. We still 
lack, and” owing to special 
circumstances . pertaining hare 
sbal| probably lack for many 
years, compulsory 
education, but by revising and 
ex:ending its system of capitation. 
grants and subsidies to vernecu ar 
schools the Governmentis unques- 
tionably extending the education 
al facilities fur the poorerclasses 
of Chinese. Tha nuinber of 
scholars in vernacular schools 
shows an incresse year by year 
and it is possibly = wiser policy

recommend to the Council that 
the Government submitdollar for 
dollar for the money subscribed 
ty the public, subject to 3 maxi- 
mom of $200,000, and also to 
provide a site if suitable one 
could be found. Tis promise 
was made on the Committee’s 
relinuce that the Government 
would nat be called upon to make 
any further contribution in the 
foture and that the institution 
would b> mansged in the inter- 
ests of the community and not 
witb a view to maaking & profit. 


“Up to the present time,” 
continned the Chairman, sub- 
scriptions paid and promised to 
War Memorial amount. to 
about $170,009, ora surplus after 
paying for the Cenotaph of about 
$145,000.
